schools villages, cities, road districts 
and counties of the iast seven or eight 
years

appiopriationb 
and 
levies—whethe; 


for the townshups, the schools, the vil 
lages, the cities, the road districts, 
or the counties as well a* for the 
state — we shall need the closest 
sirutiny of eveiy item, and a con- 
stant co-operation among all of th' 
officials 


1 am inclined to think that the hold- 


ing of lountv or district meetings of 
representative township, school, load, 
village, city and county officials for 
the purpobe of making a comparative 
study of appropriations, levies and ex- 
penditures durlns the past six or eight 
years, and a carefirl investigation to, 
ascertain where the greatest increase 
has occurred, together \vith possible 
methods, of decreasing the expendi- 
tures, without decreasing 
efficiency 


would be the most effective In secur- 
ing results. 


I trust that you will call a number 


of your city officials into conference 
and if possible arrange for such a, 
meeting at the county seat, and DOS- 
siblv at other places in the county, 
within the next ten clays so that the I 
county commissioners may have the 
benefit of your recommendations when 
it comes to the January meeting.
